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Community Invited To Ground-breaking

At6p.m.on Monday, September 
23, a ground-breaking ceremony will 
be held outside Romulus City Hall for 
amonumentcommemorating the ser- 
vice of veterans from all branches of 
the military. 

Among others present at the cer- 
emony will be Hugh Hubert, who, at 
age 93'/2, isthe oldest veteranknown 
tobe livingin Romulus; Jason Lovette, 
82, aveteranand member ofthe Rom- 
ulus Rotary; and Walter Molik, 81, a 
member of the Romulus Veterans of 
Foreign Wars (VFW) Post #9568. 
Other veterans of similar age who 
would like to be involved should con- 
tact Rotarian Bill Crane (941-9200). 

The memorial project, which has 
beeninthe works for about two years, 
was begun by the Romulus Rotary 
Club, which has done mostof the plan- 
ning and organizational work for the 
project and willbe contributing a sig- 
nificant portion of the funding. Other 
groups that have become involvedin 
the project's planning and fund rais- 
ing are the Romulus Kiwanis andthe 
local VFW. 

The proposed monument (illus- 
trated at right) will be about 12 feet 
wide andsevenfeettall, andwill have 
five round, bronze plaques (one for 
each majorservice branch) onits front 


and back sides. Donations for six of 
these 10 plaques (which cost $1,000 
each) have already been promised 
bythe Romulus Progressive Club, the 
Romulus Police Officers Association, 
the Romulus Fire Fighters Associa- 
tion, the Romulus Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Romulus Kiwanis Club, and 
VFW Post #9568. Other businesses 
orgroupswho wouldlike to purchase 
a service plaque should contact Bill 
Craneor Romulus City Treasurer Jim 
Napiorkowski (942-7580). 

A plaque displaying the seal of 
the City of Romulus, as well as one 
listing the names of elected officials 
in office at the time of the ground- 
breaking, may be addedto the monu- 
ment as well, although neither pro- 
posalhasreceivedconfirmationatthis 
time. 

Donationswillalsobe soughtfrom 
individuals inthe community through 
afund-raising effortinvolvingthe sale 
of commemorative bricks. These 
bricks, which will be placed at either 
the base of the monument or in the 
ground surrounding it, can have the 
donor's name, the name of a loved 
onewhoservedinthe military, orother 
informationinscribedinthem. Watch

White Charged 


with Manslaughter

David White, a 19-year-old resi- 
dent of Romulus, was arraignedona 
manslaughter charge on August 30, 
SOT: 

White was the driver of the mo- 
torcycle which struck and instantly 
killed nine-year-old Timothy Farkas, 
also of Romulus, on August 23. 

Witnesses to the accident report- 
edthat Farkas, whowas outbike-riding 
with two of his friends, was travelling 
across Leroy at Grove Land when 
White, driving westbound on Leroy 
at an extremely high rate of speed, 
struck Farkas's bicycle broadside. 

If convicted, White would face a 
maximum jail sentence of 15 years 
and/or a $7,500 fine. 

White was released from custody 
when his parents postedhis bond (set 
for $10,000 or 10%).

Fidgeting uncontrollably in the 
waiting area, the young child's eyes 
dart erratically aboutthe room. Hands 
folded in his lap, they feel sticky with 
sweat. The traffic sounds are easily 
heard, as the windowis opento allow 
a small, rotary fan to suck in cool air 
.. .butallthe child hears is the steady, 
high-pitched whirring sound of aden- 
tist's drill. Suddenly, he hears another 
childscreaming andhecloses his eyes 
tightly. He wishes he was home watch- 
ing Father Knows Best, or even in 
school; anywhere but here waiting for 
his turn at pain. 

If your ages lies somewhere be- 
tween 40 and 60 years, you can, no 
doubt, identify with the above sce- 
nario. You can probably close your 
eyes and, with atwist of imagination, 
actually feel the drill-inflicted pain. 
Luckily for us all, those days are gone. 

Recently, | had an opportunity to 
talk with Dr. RhondaJ. Hennessy, 36, 
who has excelled in her own dental 
practice (located at 37211 Goddard 
in Romulus) for the past four years. 

Whenasked, Hennessy said, "It's 
the 40- to 60-year-old patients who 
are the most anxious. From their re- 
centdentalwork, their mindtells them 
there will be no pain, but their sub- 
conscious tells them to prepare for 
it. Therefore, | try to be especially 
gentle with these patients." She went 
onto say that young patients are good 
to work with because they've never 
experienced dental pain. Consequent- 
ly, she's able to joke back and forth 
with the youngsters and, generally, 
work ina more relaxed atmosphere. 

As Hennessy, dressedsmartly in 
a brown suit, was scanning for some 
information, |glanced around her of- 
fice. It was small. Packed in is her 
desk, a file cabinet, and one extra 
chair. However, as we later toured 
the building, |foundthe patientrooms 
tobe large, airy, andcheerfully deco- 
rated. The devotion of considerably 
more roomtoher patients was, tome, 
indicative of Hennessy's desire to give 
top priority to her patients. 

Asked about her slogan, she re- 
plied: "Well, | didn't like the 'We Ca- 
ter To Cowards'sloganthat many den- 
tists use. Then, | remembered that 
many patients have complimented me 
on the gentleness of my hands. So 
that, alongwith being afamily dentist, 
gave rise to ‘Gentle Family Dentistry'.” 
She added thatit's anoriginalslogan 
that sums up exactly what she does 
andis. 

Hennessy came to Romulus in 
1988 after being an associate of 
Thomas Dupuis, DDS, in Taylor. Be- 


fore Dupuis, she was with Oakwood - 


Dental Clinicin Dearbornforone year. 
Priorto that, she did her residency at 


the Veteran's Administration Medical 
Center in Allen Park. 

"It's beensomewhatofalong road 
for me that's finally culminated in 
Romulus. | was acertified dental as- 
sistant for eight years before decid- 
ingto become adentist," she recalled. 
At that point, Hennessy entered the 
University of Detroit and remained 
there until achieving her DDS from 
the University's School of Dentistry 
in 1986. It was while at the dentistry 
school that she earned membership 
in the Crown & Bridge Vedder Soci- 
ety. She explained that this honoris 
presented to the class's top student 
in crown and bridge work. Presently, 
she holds memberships inthe Ameri- 
can Dental Association, Michigan 
Dental Association, and the Detroit 
District Dental Society. 

On being a family dentist: "What 
I strive foris apractice where we can, 
basically, perform any dental proce- 
dure," said Hennessy. "Of course, 
there are occasions whenwe have to 
referpatients to specializedcare, but, 
if possible, we'll tell the patients be- 


forehand in order to offer them a- 


choice." A few ina long list of proce- 
dures that Hennessy offers would in- 
clude ascetic dentistry, restorative 
dentistry, root canals, oral surgery, 
implants, and gum treatments. 

Hennessy has successfully sur- 
rounded herself withseveralcapable 
people in her efforts to offer patients 
as many dental phases as possible. 
Nickalene Badalamenti, DDS, was 
brought aboard when the work load 
dictated such a move. Nicki, as Hen- 
nessy fondly calls her, was a student 
of hers when Hennessy did a four- 
year teaching stint at the University 
of Detroit. Badalamenti is pregnant 
and will be leaving soon, Hennessy 
added. 

Lorine Yee-Shinski, DDS, wasa 
dental hygienist for 12 years before 
initiating her move toward dental 
school. She's a 1990 graduate of the 
University of Michigan and lives in 
Livonia. Yee-Shinskiwill be assuming 
Badalamenti's case load after Badala- 
menti departs. 

Hennessy, leaningback and smil- 
ing, spoke of hertwo associates: "I've 
beenvery fortunate andhappy to have 
them. They're both goodwith patients 
as wellas being goodclinicians. Also, 
Nickiand Dr. Y. are updated on infec- 
tioncontrol, as we allare inthe office.” 

Othermembers ofthe staffinclude 
June Farrah, full-time hygienist; 
Lyndia McCarty, office manager; 
Annette Russow, receptionist; Janet 
Choike, insurance specialist; Marlo 


_ Monett, Hennessy'sdentalassistant; 


and Sue Smith, receptionist/assistant.

of family dentistry, what does Rhonda 


Hennessy enjoy? First of all, her fam- 
ily: "My husband's name is Patrick 
McCarty; we were married during my 
junioryearindental school. He works 
for Ford Motor Company/United Auto 
Workers in Monroe, and has for 18 
years." She continued, saying that her 
stepdaughter Adrienne,asixth grader 
at Forest Elementary Schoolin River- 
view, isa cheerleader anda member 
of the glee club. Adrienne and Hen- 
nessy take piano lessons together. 

"Playing piano is my most enjoy- 
able outlet," stated Hennessy. "I play 
literally every day, and the fact that 
Adrienne and|take piano togetheris 
areal thrill for me." 

Suddenly remembering, Hennes- 
sy pulled out a photo of their dog, 
Buster, apure, Snow-white American 
Eskimo. 

Hennessy belongsto ahealthclub 
and walks Buster twice a day. When 
the family can get away, she said, they 
oftentimes visit her parents in Fenton, 
Michigan, and take the opportunity 
to water-ski. 

So, whatlies ahead forthe young 
dentist, Rhonda Hennessy, | won- 
dered. Firstly, she answered, she 
wishes to continue in her Romulus 
practice and to do so in the best pos- 
sible manner that she can. 

Secondly: "Also, I've recently 
enrolledinMEDICO, anorganization 
that coordinates volunteer medical/ 
dental personnel withvariousimpov- 
erishedcountries for specific periods 
of service.

Generally, insulting words are not 
adequate provocationto reduce amur- 
der charge to manslaughter. Man- 
slaughteris akillingdone to ahuman 
being while in the heat of passion. A 
classic example of this is whenahus- 
bandwalks in onhis wife and her boy- 
friend and kills the boyfriend. 

Adequate provocation to lessen 
amurdercharge to manslaughter must 
be suchthatwould cause areasonable 
personto lose his/her control. Gener- 
ally, mere words are not considered 
to fulfill this requirement. 

A juvenile record may be used 
when the offender appears in court 
later as an adult. The automatic ex- 
pungement of juvenile criminal rec- 
qrds was created to prevent such a 
record frombeing anobstacle to edu- 
cational and employment opportuni- 
ties. It was not intended to bar con- 
siderationofthe record ifthe juvenile
